I'm not an expert on antennas - far from it - but I've always preferred 
Simple wire antennas. I realized just recently that the placement of trees 
around my lot will allow me to put up a loop antenna, although not higher 
than 25-35 feet and with a total loop length of around 330 feet. I don't 
know much about loops, but I suspect such an antenna will be superior to my 
G5RV at 20 feet. 


The antenna will be used on 80 thru 10 meters. I need the advice of the 
esteemed and experienced operators on QRP-L. 


1) should I go for maximum length of about 330 ft, or cut it back to the 272 
feet that would be a resonant loop on 80 meters? 


2) my inclination is to feed it with 450 ohm window line, but I see some 
recommendations to feed it with small coax. Since I'm usually running less 
than 3 watts, line loss of RG-58 might be a consideration since the run will 
be about 50 feet. Any thoughts? 


3) ox should I just dump the idea of a loop and go with 100' of wire antenna 
fed as a dipole with 450 ohm ladder line?

Bring duplicates of any equipment that you can. Extra antennas, coax, 
keys, rigs, cables, toolkits, etc. Extra batteries for those little 
gadgets that need it.

Steve go for the and you will not consider another HF antenna again. Open 
wire is the only way to go for a multiband antenna. Do not worry about the 
height as you will never notice the difference. That will do for 80 thru 10 
meters but it acts like a dummy load on 160 meters.

I have a Butternut HF9V vertical antenna that is elevated to 18 ft. at the 
base and uses resonant but isolated (from earth ground) radials for all 
bands. I should add, that 

I have no seperate radials for 80. It took me a long time to get the 
antenna to the performance level I wanted, and overall, I'm very, very 
pleased with it.

The antenna tuning is quite narrow on 80. Over the course of the time I've 
had it up, it's been tuned to a couple of different parts of the 80/75 meter 
band. For a time I had it up in the phone portion (about 3900), and while 
there, worked the Clipperton DXpedition. No problem breaking the pileup. 
Now, it's centered about 3580. PSK31 is my favorite mode of operation and 
activity is centered there, but I can do some CW operation in this range as 
well as the other digital modes. I've made contacts with stations from 
coast to coast and into VE land running 3 watts on PSK31. 


I'd like to gain some additional range on 80 however and believe I have two 
choices. One is to add another antenna. The other choice is to "extend" 
the tunable range of this antenna with a tuner. 


As for the first choice, I can't put up anything super elaborate. I can't 
go that high. My trees are perhaps 25 to 35 feet high at most. My lot is 
not real large, so stringing out a long dipole or big loop is not going to 
be easy. Various other wire antenna schemes fitting here, would be so low, 
that they'd probably have to be considered short distance performers. 


Putting a tuner on (I have an old but working Dentron Super Tuner) comes 
with its own limitations as well. Performance of the antenna outside of the 
naturally resonant range, I believe will be reduced, compared to what it's 
doing currently. 


Bottom line question. Which will work better for me? I don't need to go 
from edge to edge on the band. Just some more than I currently can. 


Thoughts? Ideas?

Hi gang: 


160m was as quiet as I ever heard it here. BUT, the snow came back 
in Oct and has been here ever since, so I did not have a chance to 
lay out my many radials in order to use my G5RV as a top-loaded 
vertical. The results show it! 


I used my 30m fullwave (100ft) at 48ft fed thru about 75f£t of 450o0hm 
ladder line as a short dipole. During the many hours I called, all 

that I could see was that famous balloon vertical radiation pattern 

with all the r.f. going straight up! Later I ran the ant thru EZNEC just 
to see how bad it actually was. The 3db badnwidth point at around 39-deg 
was around 8dB down from a reference dipole at a halfwave height! 


But that wasn't the end of the story. The feedpoint impedance of 
~3.9-j13900hms translates into an SWR >100:1, which then translates 

into maybe another 10dB (didn't calculate it) of SWR loss. So, putting 4 
watts into the feedline meant that about 400mw was getting out, then 
maybe another 8dB off the signal angle that was probably making my 
QSO's! In other words, I was really milliwatting it! 


During my incessant unanswered calling, I mentally scaled down my 
antenna to 20m where it roughly equals a 12ft dipole up 6ft off the 
ground!!! No wonder Black Widow-supported dipoles work great on 20m! 


But the resulting QSO's are interesting. The perimeter was MN, MI,TN 

MO, AR, STX, NM, CO, MT -- all probably the result of multiple ground 
reflections that cost me another 10dB per hop. Interesting feature is 
that I heard more easily copied CA's than when using the top-loaded 
vertical. I suspect that somehow the high-angle missed the 
ground-reflection scatter that happens in one hop to the Rockies. But, I 
only heard one PA, one WNY, and a couple of VA, GA, but no W1's. 
Interesting stuff.... 


Despite about 8 hours of 
searching and pouncingpouncingpouncing with no responses, I only 
managed 480's in 20 secs. It was all close-in stuff, and maybe two 
were "easy" QSO's. Oddly, I got a QRZ from a W6 that went thru two 
repeats from me before hesaid "too weak, QSB". Now, how the heck did 
my signal get that far? 


Hopefuly the snow will go away long enough for me to lay radials before 
the Feb contest. 


But I took it all stoically, reminding myself that a QRP's must 
be patient and persistent and have realistic expectations.

The characteristic impedance of the transmission line is controlled better 
with parallel windings - you can get close to the required value. With very 
thin wire on small cores it's difficult to use parallel winding, so the 
wires are usually twisted together. It's the opposite way round with 
high-power transmission line transformers, of course, due to the thickness 
of the wire.

Horizontal loop or vertical? 


A horizontal loop antenna performs roughly the same as a dipole of the 
same height. The main difference is that a lot of RF energy goes straight 
up, and it is more omnidirectional, whereas a dipole at sufficient height 
will show directivity broadside and nulls off the ends. 


A vertical loop behaves differently depending on where it is fed. If fed 
at the top or bottom, it will act very much like a horizontal dipole at 


the same height as the AVERAGE of its wire height. If fed at the middle 
of the side, it acts like a vertical dipole.

Since you are using the antenna as an untuned multi-band antenna, the 
length isn't critical. Depending on your tuner, however, you may have 
better luck tuning the antenna at one length or another. I've used a 
270£t loop on all bands, and it tuned rather easily. 


>2) my inclination is to feed it with 450 ohm window line, but I see some 
>recommendations to feed it with small coax. Since I'm usually running less 
>than 3 watts, line loss of RG-58 might be a consideration since the run will 
>be about 50 feet. Any thoughts? 


Since you're QRP, you want as much power as possible to make it into the 
antenna to be radiated. Since the antenna is intended as an untuned 
multi-band antenna, changes are good that a high SWR condition will be 
present on the feedline. Coax has considerably greater losses with high 
SWR. Open wire has about a 1/10 of the loss of coax. I'd recommend the 
open wire. 


>3) or should I just dump the idea of a loop and go with 100' of wire antenna 
>fed as a dipole with 450 ohm ladder line? 


I recommend the dipole. Here's my reasoning: 


In most cases, we erect this sort of compromise antenna because we lack 
sufficiently high antenna supports. A horizontal loop requires at least 3 
(triangle) or 4 (rectangle) supports of sufficient height. A vertical 
loop requires only 2 supports, but effectively reduces the height of the 
support, since some of the wire is below the top of the support. A dipole 
requires only 2 supports (well, 1 if you go with an inverted V, but 
that's a big compromise). 


For horizontally polarized antennas (horizontal loop, dipole, or vertical 
loop fed at top or bottom), the single most important dimension is the 
height above ground in wavelengths. Since we're talking about 80m 
antennas close to the ground, you'd want to get the antenna as high as 
possible. That indicates a dipole -- you only need two high supports. 


Unless you are trying to build an NVIS (Near Vertical Incidence Skywave) 
antenna, I'd avoid the horizontal loop. 


Go with the dipole. It's simplier, easier to get up higher and easier to 
maintain. 


I had a 270£t horizontal loop at 18 feet. I replaced it with a 125ft 
dipole at 45 feet. The dipole was always a much better performer than the 
loop ever was.

The angle of radiation is dictated by the height above ground more than 
the wavelength of the loop. At lengths of more than 2 wavelengths, the 
antenna starts to behave more like a rhombic than a loop.

Bill, I thought loops that exceed a full wavelength tended to radiate 
in the plane of the loop, rather than perpendicular to it. I'm sure 
I've read that many times. So a 330 foot horizontal loop isn't going 
to be that much of an NVIS radiator on most of the HF bands, as long 
as it is about 30 feet (or more) above the effective ground. 


I agree with everyone who recommended open wire or twinlead feed for 

this type of loop. I've used twinlead and ladder line feeders for years 
with both doublets and loops, and NEVER had an RFI complaint. I haven't 
always run QRP levels, either (though I doubt I've ever exceeded 100w.) 


Large loops are great for both receiving and transmitting, as long as 
you have adequate matching capabilities. Worked a fine QRP field day 

some years ago using such a loop, suspended at the corners by helium 

balloons tethered about 50 feet above the ground. Fed with heavy duty 
speaker wire as a balanced feeder, it worked great. Note that speaker 
wire is NOT a good idea for QRO operation, though.

Hi Bill, 
We've basically said the same thing in different ways.. the radiation angle 
of a loop will decrease in a multiband system because as you go up in 


Frequency (really should say down) the height of the antenna , in this case 
a multiband horizontal loop will increase in wavelength.. above ground. How 
ever this lowering of the radiation angle doesn't accrue in the horizontal 
loop at length much below 1.5 wavelength in circumference because most of 
the radiation for those size loops is perpendicular to the plan of the 
loop.. thus as many are fond of say cloud burners , but they are useful on 
the lower hf and M£ bands. Thus a 1 wave long 160m approximately 500 some 
odd feet will give good all round performance from 160 through ten meters 
when fed with open wire (I.E. balanced line) 


As I advised in my original post go to L.B. Cebik's fine Page he's already 
done the analysis and I can find no error in his conclusions...

I second the recommendation also. I have a set of the paddles that I use 

daily on the desk for casual operating. They are probably the best paddles around 
priced under $100. The thing that really really makes the difference is the 
silver contacts. It makes the paddle quiet in use and they don't have 


the bounce (multiple contact closures) that causes errors while sending at 
higher speeds. 


I have my Brass Racer with the square base (Serial #421) down at the present 
time for refinishing and a mod. I also have some silver contacts for the 
NorCal paddles but am waiting on some knurled brass knobs and screws to 
modify mine like I want them. 


I do not work for Vibroplex or have a financial interest in same, but I 
do like the Code Warrior Paddle.
